There have been a great number 
of meetings and discussions about 
a@ proposed secondary airport to 
serve the greater St. Louis area. In 
the Gumbo plains area there are 
approximately 6000 acres. This in 
itself dwarfs many of the proposed 
sites. The elevation of the property 
is higher than Weiss Airport, Co- 
~ Jumbia Bottoms or Howell Island 
and it also is protected by a levy 
which has proven itself capable of 
withstanding the highest of flood 
waters at a time when other pro- 
posed locations were under water. 

I am familiar with the location 
and can vouch for the fact that it 
can be obtained more economically 
than any other site mentioned thus 
far. Due to the level terrain and 
sparse population little grading or 
clearing would be required and cer- 
tainly the county would not have to 
disturb whole subdivisions, relocate 
people, or bring a highway to the 
area at great cost. 

Lobmaster Airport, now operating 
in the Gumbo area, can handle all 
of the executive aircraft in this 
area, 

Enough land is available so that 
some could be devoted to industry 
> which would make the Bartholomew 
land use plan (at Jeast in part) a 
reality, rather than just another un- 
used study. The area is served di- 
rectly by highway, rail and water 
transportation. All of these facili- 
ties are ready now—no $75,000,000 
program is necessary in order to 
+ make the locality interesting to in- 

dustry, as would be the case with 
- the Columbia Bottoms, and almost 
three times as much land would be 
available. 

It is hard to believe that such an 
area as I have just described could 
be overlooked. May I suggest that 
if the St. Louis County Council, St. 
Louis Board of Aldermen, Metro- 
politan Chamber of Commerce or 
anyone can suggest any compara- 
ble area, it would be their duty to 
consider it. 

Lobmaster Air Field is already in 
operation. It is not a theory for 
the future. It is a fact—now. Its 
enlargement and extension alone 
would be for the future. Why not 
enlarge it?

Vice President Nixon undoubtedly told the 
American Legion what it wanted to hear when 
he said that if elected President he would 
consider the use of a veto in the United Na- 
tions Security Council to keep Red China out. 
This is exactly the same thing Ambassador 
Lodge, now Mr. Nixon’s running mate, told 
the Legion in 1954. The United States has 
not used the veto so far, but Mr. Nixon said 
the action would be justified in the case of a 
nation that does not comply with standards 
of civilized behavior. The U.N. has branded 
Red China an aggressor in Korea. 


Senator Kennedy and Mr. Nixon agree that 
Communist China’s belligerent attitude is a 
bar at the moment. But Senator Kennedy 
has pointed out that current United States 
policy toward Red China has “failed dismally” 
to weaken the Communists, and has indicated 
he favors a fresh approach toward the hith- 
erto insoluble problem. 

° * e 

Actually, the question of bringing the 
Chinese Communists into the U.N.—or keep- 
ing them out—is more complex than Mr. 
Nixon indicates. It is not at all certain that 
the United States could veto Red China's 
membership, for it is not certain whether the 
U.N. would be deciding on the admission of 
a new member, or deciding on what govern- 
ment represented an existing member. New 
members must be recommended by the Se- 
curity Council, where Nationalist China as 
well as the United States has a veto, but cre- 
dentials of governments representing existing 
members are passed on by a committee of 
the General Assembly, where there is no veto. 


In 1950, before he became Secretary of 
State, the late John Foster Dulles wrote that 
“If the Communist Government of China in 
fact proves its ability to govern China without 
serious domestic resistance .. . it should be 
admitted to the U.N.” But after Red China 
intervened in the Korean war Mr. Dulles said 
(in 1954) that the United States would invoke 
the veto if necessary to keep Red China out. 


Before Korea, the United States had taken 
the position it would accept the view of the 
majority, but in 1951 Secretary Acheson said 
that if the time came when the United States 
was in a minority on seating Peiping it would 
seek a ruling from the World Court on its 
right to interpose a veto. Thus he conceded 
doubt as to whether a matter of credentials 
is subject to veto. 

* . 

One thing is very clear, and this is that the 
United States will not much longer be able 
to hold off discussion of the whole China 
question in the General Assembly. Further- 
more, Red China could probably obtain a two- 
thirds vote of the Assembly in favor of ad- 
mission if it mended its ways. Quite possibly 
Red China could find itself a member of the 
Assembly with Nationalist China hanging on 
as a member of the Security Council. 


These are only some of the considerations 
that lie behind Mr. Nixon’s over-simplification. 
Surely much more is involved than merely 
brandishing the threat of a veto. Eventually 
the question of Peiping in the U.N. will have 
to be negotiated along with other matters of 
dispute in Asia. The presidential candidate 
who will be best able to tackle this responsi- 
bility will be the one least hampered by rigid 
positions on such questions as use of the veto, 
and the defense of Quemoy and Matsu. 


The McCaffery Case 


Circuit Attorney Eagleton’s handling of the 
McCaffery perjury and stealing cases protects 
the public interest without inflicting the ex- 
treme punishment of depriving the dentist 
and former School Board president of his 
livelihood. 


This was accomplished by reducing to mis- 
demeanors the two felony charges, conviction 
on which would automatically have cost Dr. 
McCaffery his license. He has pleaded guilty 
of willful misconduct in public office and at- 
tempted stealing; he has agreed to make res- 
titution to the school system of $3042 in con- 
nection with work done by school employes 
on school time at the home of his son. And 
depending on the outcome of his application 
for probation, he stands in jeopardy of serv- 
ing a year in the Workhouse. 


Dr. McCaffery is in disgrace. Not only is 
he out of pyblic life but his plea as a practical 
matter should keep him out of the public 
arena forever. His case should serve as a 
sobering lesson to others on the Board. And 
if it stimulates the labor leaders and Demo- 
cratic ward bosses who backed him to take a 
closer look at those they indorse in future 
school races, then so much the better. With- 
out their support he never would have been in 
position to cheat the community. 


On Neither Side 


The wars of religion which followed the 
Reformation came to an end three centuries 
ago when the tragedy of a devastated Europe 
convinced men of intelligence that it was 
criminal folly to draw the sword over issues 
concerned with heaven and hell rather than 
with this world. 


This did not end all religious prejudice, but 
bigotry was driven, more and more, into un- 
swept corners. It became the stock-in-trade of 
night-shirt peddlers, snake handlers and “wow- 
sers.”’ The authors of the Constitution set 
the American tone when they declared that 
“no religious test shall ever be required as a 
qualification to any office,” and pointedly 
omitted the colonial proviso which excepted 
“Jews and persons of the Roman Catholic re- 
ligion.” Both parties in the current national 
campaign officially have taken this constitu- 
tional stand. 


That a few unscrupulous men should at- 
tempt to make a dirty dollar by grinding out 
appeals to passion probably was to be ex- 
pected in this less than perfect world. The 
Fair Campaign Practices Committee promptly 
called such activities to public attention. They 
were promptly disavowed by Vice President 
Nixon whom they indirectly purported to 
serve. So it is doubly shocking that the com- 
mittee now reveals a scheme to make Refor- 
mation Sunday, Oct. 30, the starting date of 


a campaign against the election of Roman 


Catholics—and that means, primarily, Senator 
Kennedy. 


This intolerant drive is being planned by 
the National Association of Evangelicals rep- 
resenting 38 fundamentalist sects with some 
28,000 churches. 


None of the major’ Protestant churches is 
associated with the Association of Evangeli- 
cals. Though their ministers may get bales of 


anti-Catholic literature, as reported by the 
Rt. Rev. James A. Pike, Protestant Episcopal 
bishop of California, they surely can be trusted 
to repudiate this small-minded, unpatriotic ap- 
peal to hate. 

Senator Kennedy, we hope, will be just as 
emphatic in repudiating efforts by his sup- 
porters in Catholic areas to drum up backing 
for him on the spurious ground that to vote 
any other way is to vote for bigotry. Neither 
religious intolerance nor religious intolerance 


“in reverse” has any place in this campaign, . 


Only the Beginning 


The cost of supporting schools and all 


other local governmental services in St. Louis 
county has climbed by about 11% per cent 
this year. Taxpayers will be getting the news 
in the mail shortly after Nov. 1 provided the 
county government doesn’t fall down on the 
job. Bills run to some $69,953,000, a rise of 
more than $7,200,000 over a year ago. 


Well over half the increase is earmarked 
for the 27 school districts and the county- 
wide district for the handicapped. County 
taxpayers are being billed $46,400,000 to edu- 
cate some 119,000. youngsters, as compared 
to about $27,000,000 that it will cost the local 
community to school about 103,000 pupils in 
St. Louis. On the average the county spends 
more per pupil than the city, but its over- 
head and capital improvement costs also are 
greater. 


Education is not the only layer of govern- 
ment in the county that is more expensive 
this year. The county government itself is 
spending almost 10 per cent more than a year 
ago, and sewer and fire district charges are 
up. For a change, the cost of municipal gov- 
ernment as a whole is down, but only slightly. 


But judging by the report of the Metropoli- 
tan St. Louis Survey, county taxes are still 
substantially below the level they will reach 
in another five years. The Survey estimated 
the cost of all levels of local government in 
the county would climb to $92,600,000 in 
1965, or close to 50 per cent above this year’s 
billings. 

This does net necessarily mean a 50 per 
cent tax rise is in the offing for individual 
taxpayers. In an expanding county there 
will be more of them around to share the 
load. Even so, unless county leaders recog- 
nize and act effectively on the need to stimu- 
late economic growth—to broaden the tax 
base by attracting industry and commerce— 
the burden on the individual taxpayer will be- 
come continuously heavier. 

At the moment, the county’s most pressing 
need is for the Council to translate the land 
use plan for which it paid some $50,000 into 
an effective zoning ordinance providing space 
for industry while protecting the area’s resi- 
dential character. The sooner this is done 
the greater the possibility that home owners 
alone won’t have to meet the $92,000,000 tax 
bill predicted for 1965. 


Up to the Rail Unions 


The five railroad operating unions, in agree- 
ing to let a presidential commission study 
their dispute with the railroads over work 
rules and pay practices, have virtually in- 
sured that there will be no strike before early 
1962. It will take that long for the machinery 
of the Railway Labor Act to complete its 
cycle. During those precious months, the un- 
ions’ leaders will have an opportunity to do 
some studying of their own. 


Instead of merely reiterating demands, they 
can re-study those same work rules and pay 
practices in the light of changing conditions. 
One of the changed conditions is the present 
shaky state of railroads generally. Another 
is technological displacement of labor. What 
course can the unions follow which will meet 
the realities of both those changed conditions? 


One of these days, if they and the industry 
that is their livelihood are not to suffer some 
unfortunate consequences, the railroad unions 
are going to have to realize that make-work 
is not a permanent solution to technological 
displacement. The nearest thing to a solu- 
tion consists of such measures as retraining. 
When are the railroad unions going to start 
showing they can treat this problem with 
labor statesmanship? 


The findings of a presidential commission 
may avert a strike or they may not. The 
strike on the Pennsylvania raiiroad last month 
by two non-operating unions was undeterred 
by a presidential commission report. But if 
the unions themselves accept the full respon- 
sibility which technological advancement has 
laid upon them, the-country can look for re- 
sults with some confidence. 


Soviet Submarine Progress 


Premier Khrushchev’s statement that So- 
viet Russia now has atomic submarines armed 
with nuclear rockets must be at least partly 
intended to take the edge off steady reports 
of American progress with Polaris-firing sub- 
marines. Since 1957 there has been evidence 
that the Soviet submarine fleet, more than 
twice the size of ours, was likely at any time 
to announce it had something like an equiv- 
alent sea weapon. 


The official Soviet Navy magazine claimed 
in December, 1957, that Russia has “subma- 
rines armed with rockets of 750-mile range 
which can be launched from subsurfacé.” The 
one weapons area in which the United States 
has been ahead of Moscow has been in nuclear 
submarines and now it is clear that Moscow 
is determined not to see the counterpart of 
the American missile gap develop in the So- 
viet submarine fleet. 


Adm, Jerauld Wright said last November 
that Soviet missile-firing submarines would 
be “a significant threat to nations of the 
Western alliance within a year.” American 
officers charged with anti-submarine defense 
have for several years been pointing to a lag 
in anti-submarine funds, Adm. John Thatch 
saying last February that a dozen Soviet sub- 
marines with Polaris-type missiles could “wipe 
out 70 per cent of our economy with one 
blow.” 


Despite all this, the Administration op- 
posed the increases that Congress sought in 
anti-submarine money. Surely it is now clear 
that we must have the capability to keep the 
waters about our continent from concealing 
enemy missile submarines. . 


The end result of Moscow’s development of 
the missile submarine and our development of 
anti-submarine warfare could be a tightening 
of the atomic deadlock. But if we do not keep 
abreast, Moscow could secure a deadly 
advantage.
